Act 592 of 1999 amended Arkansas Code §17-84-101 and changed the name to
Arkansas Board of Hearing Instrument Dispensers. Pursuant to Arkansas Code §17-84-203, funding
is derived from examination fees, license fees, and renewal fees charged to persons who practice the
fitting or selling of hearing instruments. The Board utilizes these funds to finance one (1) Extra Help
position and provide operating expenses for the administration of the laws governing hearing
instrument dispensers.
